John I. McFarland Advises 
No Delusion As to Pres- 
ent Situation — Canada 
Must Help Other Na-|

Canada’s agriculture to expand)

McFarland, general manager of the 
Canadian Co-operative wheat pools | 
has issued a statement covering the | 
wheat situation. 

Nevertheless, Mr. McFarland said 
there is no sense in being deluded 
about the present situation. Those 
who have indicated there was really 
no surplus wheat were scored by 
the pool head who declared over- 
supply was a serious reality | 

“The source of origin of all pro- 
paganda against wheat acreage re- 
duction, should and must be care- 
fully examined before it is accept- 
ed inasmuch as the value of all 
criticism depends upon whether it 
is free from self-interest or entirely 
altruistic,” Mr. MeFarland’s state- 
ment said. 

“On analysis it will be found 
most of what such writers state is 
in the form of unsubstantiated | 
opinion or conjecture and gener- | 
ally expresses their own imagina- | 
tions.

Twenty tons of gold were flown into London 
from the continent one day last week. Some of 
it came from Holland, but the most of it came 
from France, 

Britain’s “managed” pounds evidently look 
like a safe and profitable investment just now 
to the holders of France's gold francs and 
Holland's gold guilders. These countries may 
doubt that they could manage their own cur- 
rencies without keeping these hitched securely 
to gold. They seem to have no doubt the 
Government of Great Britain can do that, is 
doing it, and will continue to do it.

NO EXCUSE 

The redistribution committee of the legisla- 
ture is to make only a progress report this 
session; a “no progress” report might be nearer 
the mark, The committee, it appears, has not 
been able to agree as to how many constitu- 
encies should be wiped out, or as to which 
should be picked for sacrifice on the altar of 
economy. : 

This is interpreted to mean that there will 
be no general election this year. Such may 
be the case, But if an election is refused it will 
not be because the committee has not agreed as 
to how many and which seats should be abol- 
ished, It will be because the Government does 
not want to go to the country, 

Pleas that the committee has not yet fin- 
ished its job will deceive nobody as to why the

electors are denied the right to elect a new 
legislature at the usual interval, That explan- 
ation may be convenient, but it will not be 


convincing. 

For the matter of that, there is no reason 
to suppose the committee will be any nearer 
agreement a year hence than it is now. To cut 
down the membership of the house simply 
means that a corresponding number of members 
must “take the count” and pass permanently 
out of public life. Hari-kari will be no more 
popular a year from now than it is at present, 

If the committee cannot agree as to redis- 
tribution now, the legislature had better dis- 
solve the committee; thresh out redistribution 
in open debate, and so clear the way for tn 
election at the end of the present session. There 
is no defensible reason for refusing an appeal 
to the voters, 

FREE MONEY FOR CONSTRUC- 
TION 

Canada is now shipping its gold output to 
the United States, at the rate of 100,000,000 
United States dollars’ worth per year. Before 
President Roosevelt raised the price to $35 an 
ounce our gold was going to London. London 
does not want it at that price 

Canadian credits are thus being created in 
New York of $100,000,000 per year. Since we 
are buying less abroad than we sell abroad, 
these credits are not required to balance trading 
accounts. They will go to reduce Canadian 
debts in New York, public or private, or will 
be loaned there. Otherwise New York would 
have to ship the gold back to Canada to pay 
for itself, 

If Ottawa bought this gold and kept it, pay- 
ing for it in Canadian dollars at 35 to the ounce, 
the Canadian miner would get for his gold pre- 
cisely what he is now getting. But our national 
Government would thereby accumulate a gold 
reserve against which it could issue a vast 
amount of new money,

The world economic conference decided that 
25 per cent is a sufficient gold coverage for 
currency With the output of our mines for 
the present year in hand, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment could issue $400,000,000 of new 
rency, use $100,000,000 of it to pay for the gold, 
and spend $300,000,000 in paying wages to 
men employed in the construction of public 
works. 

Canada should get the advantage of the 
opportunity that offers to use this $300,000,000 
of interest-free money—that does not have to be 
borrowed—in a national construction program. 
Our unemployed men need the wages. The 
country needs the work done. Business needs 
the added circulation of money and turn-over 
of goods. Industry needs the stimulation that 
would come with growing demand for its pro- 
ducts. Producers and wage-earners need the 
upward influence that would be exerted on 
prices and wages by the increase in the money 
supply. 

The taxpayers would neither have to pay 
back the $300,000,000 nor pay interest for the 
use of it.

This will be the second 10 per cent 
wage increase in less than eight months. In 
normal times the payroll of the lumber industry 
in B. C, is over $24,000,000. The increase will 
set a sizeable volume of 
money in circulation, for the 
extra million or so will turn 
itself over not less than ten 
times in the course of a year. 

Henry Ford announces a 
10 per cent wage increase as 
“an economy measure.” It is 
a wise economy, too. If our 
curtailed currency were re- 
leased—Canada could issue 
another $100,000,000 of cur- 
rency and still preserve its 25

per cent of gold reserve—and salaries in gen- 
eral increased by 10 per cent, it would raise 
farm and commodity prices, set men to work 
and lift the nation out of the depression. 

The only fly in the ointment is that it might 
slightly reduce the purchasing power of the 


present dear dollar, which would be not so 
good for the few very rich people who have 


large bond holdings. 


The Ottawa Journal has taken up the cud- 
gels on behalf of the press of Canada in regard 
to the vexed question of printing long and 
solemn speeches, now that the radio exists for 
that commercial purpose. It was aggravated 
into expression by a prominent Parliamentarian 
who complained that his speech had been dis- 
torted by press condensation, though it had been 
correctly given in full over the radio. Says 
The Journal: 

If this sort of complaint continues, ,we 
can see only one remedy for it. That 
remedy will be for the newspapers to pay 
decreasing attention to the speeches of poli- 
ticians. 

This, considering the character of most 
of those speeches, weuld involve little or 
no public injury. Too often they consist 
of a repetition of decayed platitudes, plus 
an endless recital of stale statistics. 

During this week we have had two four- 
hour parliamentary “orations.” We defy 
any reader to find in either of them a single 
new fact, or, for that matter, a single old 
fact put in a new or arresting way. Almost 
entirely they consist of ancient, threadbare 
history, or of a recital of rows of figures 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics weeks 
and months ago, and published ad nauseam. 

Such speeches are not news. They tell 
nothing that is new, explain nothing that is 
old; are of no public value. Yet largely 
because of custom, and partly through 
courtesy, the press prints lengthy summar- 
ies of them, It prints these summaries at 
considerable expense. 

This being so, the newspapers being put 
to a lot of unnecessary expense, and the 
public being given nothing of value, and 
the politician being displeased, the whole 

* practice should be dropped. It could be re- 
placed by a practice under which the 
politicians, if they said anything new or 
important, would be reported, but which 
would leave excess rhetoric unreported, The 
latter could be sent over the radio—at so 
much an hour, And the speakers could then 
pleasantly fool themselves into the belief 
that all the thousands of people possessed 
of radios were listening to them. 

I've always felt that the most wonderful and 
blessed portion of the radio is not the super- 
heterodyne principle, or the condensers and 
amplifiers, but the button that enables one to 
instantly turn one’s ear a thousand miles away 


when the moment comes to discuss sodium 
sulphate crystals or dull and uncrystallized 
political platitudes.

In Great Britain the Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion has a committee headed by Bernard Shaw 
which decides for the announcers the pronun- 
ciation of disputed words. It also has to deal 
with the question of dialects, eschewing alike 
the soft Cockney accent, the harsh Lancashire 
dialect and the affected dialect of Oxford Uni- 
versity. Many of the Oxonians had been 
laboring under the delusion that their peculiar 
type of English pronunciation is correct—be- 
cause they use it, presumably. Standard Eng- 
lish pronunciation endeavors to find the mean 
between the extremes. It would be a very 
easy solution of the problem of correct speech 
if the Oxford dialect could be accepted, as it is 
the easiest of dialects to mimic, But Shaw says 
that were King George to speak the Oxford 
dialect, people would rise in revolt and he 
would lose his throne. 

Harold Cox, an English journalist, and a 
former teacher of mathematics in a Mohamme- 
dan college in India, is urging that the educa- 
tional leaders of England devise a scientific 
alphabet that could be used “for teaching Eng- 
lish children and foreigners how to pronounce 
the language.” With such a fixed-sound alpha- 
bet he thinks it would be possible to standard- 
ize English pronunciation, and enable people 
to pronounce words for which there is at present 
rule, and assist people to learn foreign 
words. 

No less a person than Lord Cromer lent his 
assistance to such a movement during the war 
years, but in the excitement of war, the move- 
ment lost headway. It was Lord Cromer who 
wrote the illustrative skit: 

When the English tongue we spéak 

Why is “break” not rhymed with ‘freak’? 

“Beard” sounds not the same as “heard”, 

“Cord” is different from “word”. ; 

And since “pay” is rhymed with “say”, 

Why not “paid” with “sald,” I pray? 

“Cow” is cow, but “low” is low, 

“Shoe” is never rhymed with “foe” 

And, in short, it seenis to me 

Sound and letters disagree. 

If we could get a larger alphabet and fix a 
standard of pronunciation it would simplify the 
teaching of English to foreigner and native 
alike; it would also help to rid our tongue of 
the affected and effeminate dialect that Oxford 
has evolved for the amusement of nations. 

What moved Mr. Bennett to restore titles is 
not announced, but it could hardly have been 
the happy results in Newfoundland.—Toronto 
Telegram.

Treatment of Rupture 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If the hernia has not progressed tov 
there is a possibility of a cure through first, the 
development of the abdominal muscles and at 
the same time, a reduction of the internal pres- 


sure. 
As soon as a hernia sac begins to show itself 


either by symptoms of pain 
or through being felt with the 
fingers, it is wise for the pa- 
tient to immediately secure a 
good rupture support or truss 
and wear it constantly until 
he is assured by his doctor 
that the cure is complete. The 
next thing to do is to start 
developing the abdominal 
muscles through. taking a 
careful course of “setting-up” 
Dr. F. McCoy exercises. All of those exer- 
cises taken while lying on the back will be help- 
ful. I will be glad to send you the exercises 
if you will write to me asking for them and 
will enclose a large, self-addressed envelope 
and 6c in stamps. 

These exercises must be taken very carefully 
at first and used at least twice daily, gradually 
increasing the exercises each day and adding 
new ones as the strength of the abdominal 
muscles permits. 

At the same time as the support is applied 
and the exercises started, the patient should use 
all measures necessary to produce as flat an 
abdomen as possible. The quantity of food used 
must be kept to the minimum of the body’s 
requirements. All especially gas-forming foods, 
such as cnions, cooked cabbage, etc., should be 
carefully avoided and only good combinations 
should be used. 

It is a good plan to take at least one enema 
each day and perhaps better to take two, one in 
the morning and one in the evening, using only 
one quart of plain water each time. The enema 
should bq taken in the knee-chest position or 
while lying on the back, and the rupture sup- 
port should be worn at the same time to prevent 
any undue pressure which may be caused by 
the temporary distention of the pressure by the 
water used for the enema. These enemas should 
be continued for several weeks or even several 
months if necessary. 

Walks should be taken each day to increase 
the general strength and produce a better tone 
of the muscles and organs of the pelvis. 

The patient should have his doctor examine 
him at frequent intervals to see if a cure is 
being effected. 

Rupture in young children and _ infants 
usually takes the form of a ruptured navel. In 
many cases, this will respond in a very satis- 
factory manner if the child uses some type of 
support over the rupture of six months to a 
year. I advise that you wrap a button in a piece 
of clean gauze and that you fasten this over the 
navel with adhesive tape so that it will produce 
a restraining pressure on the protruding navel. 
You are to change the pad when necessary, and 
it is a good plan to sponge off the skin under 
the adhesive with alcokol. Such a procedure 
frequently corrects the trouble. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—M. F. of New Orleans, La, 
writes: “I have a peculiar form of intense itch- 
ing which my family doctor tells me is pruritis. 
I want to know more about this disorder and 
would like to find out if you think it can be 
cured by rubbing on an external remedy.” 

ANSWER—There is an intense burning or 
itching with all forms of pruritis. This is a very 
common disorder and is usually not perma- 
nently cured by the external application of 
remedies. Sometimes there is a nervous origin 
of degenerative disease of the kidneys. Another 
important cause is constipation which will seem 
to increase the irritation. Many patients notice 
that during the winter time, when the elimina- 
tion from the skin is lessened, that their pruritis 
becomes more marked. It has been my exper- 
ience that pruritis may be completely cured, 
and, in those cases where the trouble has been 
present for only a short time, the taking of a 
short fast followed by a well balanced diet will 
usually bring about some improvement. If you 
are troubled with any tendency to pruritis, I 
would suggest that you use a cleansing and 
eliminative treatment in preference to a local 
treatment. 

QUESTION—From Tucson, Ariz., comes this 
question: “When using a combination of orange 
juice and milk, is it all right to take whole fruit 
with it, such as apples or pears?” 

ANSWER—I would not advise adding entire 
fruit to the milk and fruit juice combination. 
Since you say that you are interested in over- 
coming acne, I would suggest that you write me 
again, as I have a diet which I believe would be 
of benefit to you in overcoming this disorder.

Education Minister Defends Administration 


Hon. Perren Baker

Contending that in spite of de- 
pressed financial and economic con- 
ditions and notwithstanding the 
criticism levelled by detractors at 
methods of administration, the gov- 
ernment had kept Alberta schools 
in operation, Hon. Perren Baker, 
minister of education, in speaking 


the Throne in the legislature on 
Monday, entered into a general de- 
fence of the administration in gen- 
eral and his own department in 
particular, 

The Minister rose to participate in 
the debate as soon as W. R. Howson, 
provincial Liveral leader had re- 
sumed his seat after delivering a 
| ment, 

Replying to criticisms that the 
education department was badly 
managed and that it was not carry- 
ing out its duties to the public, the 
Minister stated that there were now 
3,540 school disricts in Alberta, of 
wich 20 had been organized within 
the jast year. 

There were operating in the 
province this year, a total of 5,796 
| public school rooms with 628 high 
school rooms, 
increase of 37 over fhe number of 
high school rooms operating in 
1932. These figures also showed the 
progress made in 10 years, as, in 
1923 there were only 253 _ high 
school rooms operating and 15 rural 
high schools. In addition to these 
|schools the provincial educational 
system included the Institute of 
Technology at Calgary, the schools 
of agriculture, the Normal schools 
}and the University of Alberta. 


| INCREASED 56 SCHOOLS 

It was a matter of no little pride 
to him that in the last year, 56 more 
schools operated in the province 
than ever before. This was signifi- 
}cant in view of the fact that in 24 
states of the U. S., no fewer 
| 2,000 schools had failed to re-open 
last September. 

Dealing with the progress made 
im education over the years, the 
minister recalled that in 1922 that 
514 pupils had quite school at 15 
years of age, not carrying their 
education beyond Grade IV. In 
1932 this number had dwindled to 
88 and in 1933 to only 33 

It was now found that 16 per 
cent. of all pupils proceeded with 
their high school work, 


COST DECREASES 
Getting down finances, 
minister pointed out that the total
